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This is a decision on the petition filed December 24, 2003 (certificate of mailing date December 
22, 2003), requesting, in effect, that the Notice of Omitted Items in a Nonpro visional Application 
(Notice) mailed October 20, 2003 be withdrawn, insofar as it alleges that page 2 of the 
specification was omitted on filing. The petition will be treated under 37 CFR 1.53(e). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 .53(e) is dismissed. 

The application was filed on July 16, 2003. On October 20, 2003, the Office of Initial Patent 
Examination mailed a Notice stating that the application had been accorded a filing date of July 
16, 2003, and advising applicant that page 2 of the specification appeared to have been omitted. 

In response, the present petition was filed. The petition does not allege and is not accompanied by 
any evidence that any page of specification containing page number 2 was present in the Office on 
July 16, 2003. 

Petitioner claims that the specification, filed July 16, 2003, was misnumbered. The first page of 
the specification is not numbered. The subsequent pages of specification are numbered 3-17. 

It is obvious from a review of the petition and the application file that no page of specification 
was actually missing on July 16, 2003. Petitioner simply misnumbered the application papers 
However, the Notice mailed October 20, 2003, was correct in stating that page 2 of the 
specification appeared to have been omitted. Therefore, the "Notice" was properly mailed and will 
not be withdrawn. 

The petition to withdraw the October 20, 2003 Notice is dismissed . 

Since the present petition was not necessitated by any error on the part of the Office, the $1 30.00 
petition fee will be retained. 

The application is being forwarded to Technology Center 3600 for examination in due course. 
The examiner of record will consider the Preliminary Amendment, filed on July 16, 2003, that 
corrects the pagination of the specification
